PROPOSAL 10 LET 
PEDESTRIANS STOP 
AUTOS DISCUSSED 


Recommendation That Foot 
Travelers Have Right of 
Way Made at Traffic 


Conference. 


VOTE FAVORS PLAN 
AFTER WARM DEBATE 


Would Allow Walkers to 
Halt Approaching Ve- 
hicles by Raising Hand, 
With Palm Out. 


The question of whether pedes- 
trians should have the right of way 
ovér automobiles at street cross- 
ings and should be invested with 
authority to stop vehicular traffic 
by signal while crossing an inter- 
section was the topic that awak- 
ened most interest and most argu- 
ment at the opening sessf6n of St. 
Louis Conference on Street and 
Highway Safety yesterday. 

The question came up through 
a recommendation’ to this effect 
embodied in the report of the Com- 
mittee on Traffic Control, which. 
along with other committees, has 
been engaged for several months in 
the study of local traffic problems 
In preparation for the conference. 
Scarcely had the proposition, been 
read by Philip H. Brockman, chair- 
man of the committee, when the 
conference, attended by some 300 
representative St. Louisans, repre- 
senting various civic and business 
organizations, was plunged into 
heated discussion. For more than 
an hour Oliver T. Remmers, chair- 
man of the meeting, was kept busy 
recognizing speakers who vied for 
recognition in all rts of the large 
Chamber of Conishards auditorium. 

“By Raising the Hand.” 

Specifically the recommendation 
provided “that in any crosswalk 
where traffic is not being directed 
by a police officer or by an auto- 
matic signal, pedestrians shal] have 
the right of way over vehicles, pro- 
vided that any pedestrian desiring 
the right of way shall give warn- 
ing of his intention to cross by 
raising the hand, palm outward, 
toward approaching traffic: and 
that it should be unlawful for the 
operator of any vehicle to drive 
into such crosswalk until such pe- 
destrians have passed in front of 
said vehicle.”’ 

Some argued that if such a rec- 
ommendation were enacted into an 
ordinance it would deprive the mo- 
torist of equitable rights, dispro- 
portionately increase his liability 
for accidents at crossings and seri- 
ously impede traffic. A stream of 
pedestrians, it was pointed out, 
might keep vehicular traffic tied 
up indefinitely by simply putting 
up their hands and plunging in. 

Objections Answered. 


It was also declared that such a 

rovision would increase accidents 
Chae than diminish them because 
it would give the pedestrian a sense 
of security that might lead him to 
stop in front of.a vehicle too near 
to permit the driver to stop. 

Against this view, however, ap- 
peared the more general conten- 
tion that no pedestrian ‘would at- 
tempt to assert his authority in the 
fave of an impending collision 
with an automobile for “every pe- 
destrian knows well enough who 
gets hurt when such a collision oc- 
curs.” As for. the “stream of pe- 
destrians’’ argument, it was held 
that such a situation would speed- 
ily result in a traffic officer being 
placed at the busy intersection, and 
as for the “equitable rights” objec- 
tion, it was’ pointed out that pedes- 
trians have few. if any, rights aa 
the situation now stands and some- 
thing should be done to remejy the 
evil. 

When the question. was finally 
put to a vote the pedestrians won 
by a comfortable margin and the 
recommendation remained in the 
report. 

Other less spectacular arguments 
arose over certain clauses in the 
recommendation for night hauling 
of ashes and coal in the downtown 
district and for compulsory equip- 
ment of all automobiles with au- 

tomatic windshield wipers. Except 
for minor changes, however, the re- 
port on statistics, analyzing data 
on traffic accidents, and those on 
traffic control! and. engineering re-- 
mained’ as drafted by the commit- 
tees. Other reports on city plan- 
ning, the roadway, the véhicte and 
law enforcement were considered 
at today's session. 1

raiders arrived. While he went through the usual 
ordeal of arrest and detention his wagon, still stand- 
ing in front of the refreshment store, was despoiled 
of its load of meats. 
Such are the reported instances of the arrest of in- 
nocent persons in raids where the only offense was 
the hard luck of happening to be in a certain place 
at a certain time engaged in legitimate pursuits. 
From April 9, when the present Police Board took 
office, to May 15 there had been 12,098 arrests, as a 
result of which only 2138 persons were booked on 
gambling and dry-law charges. The arrests averaged 
326 a day and ran as high as 512 in a sifigle day. Of 
the suspected handbook operators taken, only two 
have been indicted and four warrants issued. The 
raids and arrests are continuing daily. 
The policy of persecution and violation of the 
rights of hundreds of innocent ‘citizens is not effec- 
tive, as results have shown. But even if it were 
effective it would not be right. It is a flagrant im- 
position on constitutional liberty and the rights of 
persons to be secure from search and seizure without ! 
warrant. It is a demonstration of official contempt 


unit. It was presented to a grand jury by a special 
Assistant Attorney-General designated to prosecute 
prohibition cases. The prosecution was instituted 
and the irfdictment found with the co-operation and 
the sanction of the Department of Justice and the 
officers of the prohibition enforcement unit. 

If there is a conspiracy to ruin Heber 
through indictment, trial and conviction it cannot be 
successfully accomplished witheut involving the 
grand jury, the Judge, the prosecuting officers and 
all the law officers connected with the case. If the 
evidence was insufficient for indictment and trial 
the grand jury and the Federal! law officers are guilty 
of conspiracy.
